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INCREASE IN THE 
YEAR NEARLY 1,000 


Civic Voters List Prepared by Assess- 
‘or Shows Big Population 
Increases. 


The civie voters’ list which has just 
ben completed by the City Assessor D. 
Ml. MeMillan, shows a great increase in 
property holders in the city over 1907. 
Last year there were on the lists after 
the addition of about 300 on appeal, 3948 
persons, In the preliminary lists this 
year without the addition of appeals 
there are 4185. Calculating on the addi- 
tions made last year after revision there 
will be over 4800 voters or nearly a quar- 
ter more voters than in 1907. This would 
indicate a corresponding increase in the 
population which according to these fig- 
ures must be much over 20,000 persons at 
the present time. 

There has been considerable work in 
getting out the lists this year as the 
voters are divided into four wards or 
polling divisions instead of two as in 
previous years, This year the subdivis. 
ions are as follows: 

Ward 1—West of Ninth street. 

Ward 2—Between Ninth and first 
streets, 

Ward 3—East of First and south of 
Clark street, the street running parallel 
to and in great part adjoining the Cana- 
dian Northern right-of-way. 


The lists will be out from the hands 
of the printers about Tuesday and will 
be posted up in all parts of the city. The 
law cells for all appeals before the end 
of the month but owing to late posting a 
few more days further will likely be 
allowed.

This, thought Mr. Me- 
Caul, handicaps the provinces for 
ever, in thai their source of revenue 
is limited to an annual subsidy, He 
forgot to mention that the Roblin 
government, in applying for boundary 
extension, through the rich, mineral- 
bearing land to Hudson Bay, asked 
that it be given on exactly the same 
conditions .s exist in Alberta The 
Manitoba Conservative government 
preferred the subsidy to the lands, te- 
alizing that the former pays the bills 
He also forgot to mention that British 
Columbia has the lands and has 4 
public debt of $8,000,000. 

The Candidate Well Received. 

The appearnce of the Conservative 
candidate before the footlights was tho 
signal for cheers. Disappointment 
followed, in the course of two unfor- 
tunate announcements that Mr, Hynd- 
man was compelled to make. The 
first was regarding his delaying the 
negotiations for the C.P.R. bridge, 
which was conciusively proven by the 
statements of the Mayor and his own 
written admission.

Rogers gave an interview, and = Mr. 
Campbell a speech against the G.T.P. 
in which they used the same expres- 
sions opposing the new railway, and 
now the Boston News Bureau cottain- 
ed a violent and scurrilous attack on 
the road in the same words as the two 
Manitoba statesmen, This interview 
and speech were written by a C.P.R. 
employee, and Mr, Campbell and Mr. 
Rogers allied themselves with the 
C.P.R. to destroy a great national un- 
dertaking, to which the credit of Can- 
ada was irrevocably placed, and these 
men had the assurance to say on the 
public platform that they were triewd-

it, ‘tue Conservatives have always 
been allied with the C.P.R, When 
that road wanted anything the Con- 
servatives were always there ready 
to vote it. In twelve years he had 
never seen an occasion when the Con- 
servatives were not there to give the 
C.PLR. what it wanted. 

“The C.P.R, is the greatest railway 
in the world to-day,” said the speak- 
er, “ond don’t run away with this idea 
that they like to see a shorter and bet- 
ter road, one with four times the ca- 
pacity and which can handle business 
at. half the price, built as a rival to 
theirs, and so sure as the: Conserva- 
tives aré put in power so sure will 
you see the G.T.P. a branch line of 
the C.P.R,. That is what the Conser- 
vatives are after to-day,” 

Mr, Sifton discussed the Hudson 
Bay railway, “Do you believe that 
Sir Wilfrid will build the road as 
promised, if eicoted?” he asked. 

“Yes, yes,” came from all the au- 
dience. 

Yes, Mr. Sifton said, the Conserva- 
tives in their desperation claimed that 
the road would not be built, Tt was 
childish to say that a prime minister 
would not carry out his promise. Sif- 
ton discuesed many more matters,

Since Mellor made 
his record, both Longboat and Coley have 
come very close to it, and it is expected | 
that with the field that will start this 
year the Yankee runner’s record will be 
lowered,

BLOW TO LOCAL OPTION. 


Monitobn Temnerence Crgonization 
Failed to Apply Soon Enough, 


_ Winnipeg, Oct, 23.—Before Mr, Jus- 
tice Mather yesterday the local option 
Interests in Manitoba receiyed-a very 
serious setback, The issue was raised 
several days ago as to the legal date 


Jon which the application under the 


new local option law could be filed 
with the municipalities, It was con- 
tended by the liquor interests that 
the law required applications to be 
handed in before October 1, while the 
municipal courts were in session. 
The local option interests thought dif- 
ferently. 

A mandamus was issued as a_ test 
to force K. 8, C. Menlove, secretary- 
treasurer of the municipal council of 
Wallace, to receive the application, 
Mr, Justice Mather heard the argu- 
ment, E. 8, Taylor appeared for the 
temperance interests and A, J. An- 
drews for the Wallace municipality. 

The court decided that the petitions 
which had not been filed while the 
councils were in session before Octo- 
ber 1 could not be accepted. — This 
throws out. some forty cases, only 
about twelve being filed in time to 
come withia the scope of the decision, 
It is said that the temperance people 
will appeal. . 


MORSE HAD FREE HAND. 


U.S. Government Knew of His Trans- 
actions and Merely Warned Him. 


New York, October 23.—That the 
United States government permitted 
Charles W. Morse to indulge in the 


worst sort of ‘wild cat” banking was 
the astounding revelation at the trial 
today of the former ice king and his 
man, Alfred H. Curtis, former presi- 
dent of the National Bank of North 
America. This disclosure came when 
United States District Attorney Stim- 
son put in evidence correspondence 
between W. B. Ridgeley, comptroller 
of currence yand officers of the bank, 
t oprove that the bank’s funds had 
been used illegally by Morse for that 
purpose. District Attorney Stimson 
introduced hetters that had passed be- 
tween the comptroller of curreney and 
the bank officers. While these ap- 
parently proved the contention of the 
government, they also demonstrated 
that the United States authorities for 
years had been aware of what the 
former ice king had been doing, and, 
instead of closing his bank, had con- 
tented themselves with warning him 
to be ‘more prudent.” 


State Bank Robbed. 


Minden, Neb., October 23,—The 
State Benk of Hartwell was burglar- 
ivecl surae time before daylight this 
morning, the safe being , dynamited 
and every cent in cash in the instita- 
tion secured by robbers. The amount 
stolen was $3,400, the robbers taking 
nothing but actual cash and leaving 
behind a large amount of negotiable 
paper and securities, The robbers 
escaped unnoticed, leaving no clue.
